1. Surrounding areas around Greenleaf Drive: 

There have been reports of ATVs driving on 

Greenleaf Drive and Christopher Crossing in the 

evening hours during the month of August.

2. New construction off of Tuscanney Drive: In 

September, the police department received a 

complaint of noise from the construction site in the 

area of Tuscanney Drive and Carroll Creek View Ct.

1. Recent gun violence cases 

 

 

 

- An arrest has been made in the discharging of a 

firearm in the area of Thomas Johnson Drive and 

Christopher’s Crossing that occurred on October 

24th.  After receiving the call, officers quickly 

arrived on scene and obtained witness statements.  

Officers canvassed the area and was able to locate 

the suspect, who attempted to flee and was taken into 

custody.  Detectives canvassed the area and located 

a handgun that the suspect discarded.  The suspect 

was charged with multiple related offenses. 

 

- On November 3rd, a patrol officer conducted a traffic 

stop in the 1st block of Willowdale Drive.  While 

conducting the business of the traffic stop, a K-9 

officer arrived to conduct a sniff of the vehicle.  The 

K-9 gave a positive alert to the presence of 

drugs/narcotics within the vehicle.  While 

attempting to place the driver under arrest, the front 

seat passenger stood up from the curb and fled from 

officers.  Officers gave chase and observed the 

passenger throw a handgun onto the pavement.  The 

subject was taken into custody and charged with 

various handgun and drug/narcotic offenses.

OLD BUSINESS:    
• Signal Improvements at Yellow Springs Rd and Tuscanney Dr intersection – 

Cherian Eapen, Supervisor of Traffic Engineering  
o Project Update: 

▪ A new traffic signal is proposed at the intersection of Yellow Springs 
Rd and Tuscanney Dr. The project has completed its 100% design of 

the traffic signal. We are currently in the process of finalizing the bid 
documents. The goal is to start construction of the signal in early 
2023. The construction of this approximately $1 million project is 

estimated to take about 16-18 months depending on materials 
availability and weather conditions. Information on construction 

activity and lane closures will be sent out through the City of 
Frederick’s email/ phone notifications for street closures.   

o Project Specific information | Project Map Linked Here 
▪ The project is expected to begin in the earlier months of 2023 
▪ Tuscanney Dr will not be closed during construction. There may be 

some intermittent lane closures, and the public will be notified in 
advance.  

▪ A new crosswalk will be added near the Goddard School. 
Residents expressed concern about lighting here, but the project 

has plans to install street lights nearby to add visibility.  
o Other updates: 

▪ The city is rolling out a traffic calming pilot in various 

neighborhoods. The closest pilot is occurring nearby within NAC 6, 
in the Villa Estates neighborhood.  

▪ The city has received funding for multimodal projects on Route 40, 
to create a bus lane and shared use path on the westbound side 
of Rt. 40.  

▪ The Department of Engineering is designing an extension to the 
shared use path on East St all the way through Route 26. This is 

expected to connect with the shared use path Frederick County is 
building.

o  What is the North Branch Trail Project?  

▪ The City of Frederick needs your input on the North Branch Trail 
Project, currently in the design phase! The city has a robust Shared-

Use Path (SUP) plan that includes the North Branch Trail project. 
SUP’s also commonly known as trails are amenities intended for a 
variety of users such as pedestrians, bicyclists, wheelchairs,

Americans with Disability (ADA) requirements. The North Branch Trail 
will be an off-street, paved, 10-foot-wide, 3.1± mile, path that will 
serve one of the fastest-growing areas in Frederick. When 

complete, the trail will allow people to easily travel between 
Downtown and the neighborhoods to the northwest, reducing 

traffic and driving demand.

▪ Public Involvement is in progress and will include multiple 
opportunities to be involved!  

• A Public Meeting was held July 28th, 2022, when meeting 

attendees were provided an opportunity to view the North 

Branch Trail conceptual alignment and alternatives, receive 
project information, and provide input.

Involvement opportunities are still available, including 
participating in the online survey, attending upcoming 
community events, and future public meetings.
